The following circular has been issued 


by the Republican State Central com- 
mittee under date of October 1st: 


Dear Sir: The executive committee 


again desire to urge upon you, and 
through you upon all the members of 
your county committee and upon every 
Republican voter, to devote eapscial at- 
tention to thi* mibjact of registration. 
«ee to it that every Republican is prop- 
erly registered. Send to every outlying 
precinct and intike suro that .every Re- 
publican is properly registered. 


Do not delay. It requires immediate 


andactive attention. 


Section 1094 of the Political Code reads 


as follows. 


1034. A register, iu which shall be 


entered the names of the qualified elec- 
tors of each of the counties in the state, 
shall be kept at the office of the county 
clerk of such county; and in each of the 
cities and counties ia the at tit 8 ouch a 
register shall be kept in the otHces of the 
person charged witu the registration of 
voters in such city and county. There 
shall be in each of tho counties and 
citjea aud counties in the state (when re- 
quired by the hoard of supervisors), a 
new and complete registration of the 
voters of such counties, and cities aud 
counties, who are entitled thereto and 
who apply with the proper proof. Such 
registration shall commence one hun- 
dred days before a general election, and 
shall continue for eighty-five days thence 
next ensuing, when snch registration 
shall cease. [Approved March 20,1889. 


Tho Democratic committees are now 


sending out circulars calling attention of 
Democrats to this matter. One of the 
circulars issued by the Democrats, dated 
September 30th; contains the follewiny;, 
which is copied from a circular issued by 
this committee to county committeca on 
September Oih: 


"For geueral information we desire to 


state that under section 1094 of the 
Political Codo all registration must com- 
mence within 100 days of the election, to 
wit: on or about July 31,1892, and con- 
tinue for eighty-live days thence next en- 
suing, to wit: October 24, 1892, when 
such rntMHtiution shall close. 
Where 


clerks have commenced before that time, 
euch registration is not legal, and the 
voter must re-register w thin 100 days. 
All must re-reiiieter. whether regiiLereil 
previously or not, it being the intention 
t.) have au entirely new register. It is 
the opinion of tho legal committee that 
nil citi/.sna desiring to voto at the next 
general election should cause themselves 
to Ite registered during the time Indi- 
cated in flection 1094. All those who 
have ronietorod prior to that time should 
bo registered over acain in order to have 
their names appear legally upon there;*'
